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Mum’s ‘disgust’ as IPCC 
clears cops in death

A MOTHER is ‘disgusted’ after an investigation 
into police contact with her son, who commit¬ 
ted suicide the day after he was arrested for 
harassment, has found officers were not to 
blame. 

The Independent Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC) has ruled that it did not 
uphold the appeal submitted by Bozena Srodecki 
which stated the actions of officers led to Peter 
Srodecki’s death. 

In October we reported how Mrs Srodecki, of 
Canesworde Road, Dunstable, said her son was 
left a ‘broken man’ after he was questioned by 
officers on March 19. 

Mr Srodecki, 35, was released from Dunstable 
Police Station that day pending further inquiries, 
but the next day jumped in front of a train at 
Harpenden Railway Station. 

He had previously pleaded not guilty to a 
separate charge of assault and was due to stand 
trial at Luton Magistrates’ Court on April 7. 

His mother insists talented engineer Peter was 
‘innocent’ but slammed officers for ‘interrogat¬ 
ing him as if he was guilty’ on March 19 and thus 
driving him to commit suicide. 

In August, an investigation conducted by 
Bedfordshire Police concluded there was ‘no evi¬ 
dence of misconduct’ by officers involved. But 
Mrs Srodecki was unhappy with that result and 
appealed to the IPCC which did not uphold her 
claim. 

Mrs Srodecki told Luton on Sunday: “As a fami¬ 
ly we are very disappointed. 

“To be honest I find it disgusting that an inves¬ 
tigation into the police’s actions can be handled 
in such a manner. It is literally taken as my word 
against theirs. 

“There is no point in appealing this decision. It 
will not bring Peter back. I just wanted to point 
out the way he was managed. 


“It was such a minor incident and the police 
went to such extremes that he didn’t have a 
chance of explaining. 

“The way they dealt with him was unbeliev¬ 
able.” 

A police spokesman said: “Our sympathies still 
remain with this gentleman’s family. The local 
investigation into circumstances surrounding 
Bedfordshire Police’s contact with Mr Srodecki 
resulted in no evidence of misconduct being 
made.” 

An IPCC spokesman said: “Mrs Srodecki lost 
her son in extremely difficult circumstances 
and we appreciate that this is 
an extremely upsetting time 
for her. 

“We have not upheld any of 
the complaints and found 
that the evidence available 
demonstrates that the police 
officers who had contact with 
him conducted themselves 
properly.” 




Dog tied to post and left to die 


AN RSPCA inspector has spoken of 
his horror at collecting the body of a 
dog that had been tied to a fence post 
and then left to die in the freezing 
cold. 

The animal was found in the snow 
on Sunday morning by a member of 
the public in an alleyway in Glenfield 
Road, Luton. 

It is believed that the severely ema¬ 
ciated dog would have been left for 
hours in the freezing temperatures 
on Saturday night. He was attached to 
a leather strap which was fastened to 
a thick metal chain. 

Inspector Peter Warne said: 


“Whoever left this dog in such freezing 
conditions knew exactly that this poor 
animal would not make it through the 
night, and they left him to die a 
horrendous death. 

“This kind of cruelty is unaccept¬ 
able and the RSPCA will do all we can 
to bring the offenders to court.” 

Those found guilty of causing 
unnecessary suffering to an animal 
could face a maximum of six months 
prison sentence and/or a £20,000 
fine.

UK Border Agency seize counterfeit goods 


THOUSANDS of fake designer goods 
have been stopped at Luton Airport 
from hitting the pre-Christmas 
market, it was revealed this week. 

UK Border Agency officers held 
eight tonnes of counterfeit items in 
three separate finds. 

Among the items are 1,500 phoney 
GHD hair straighteners and hair 
dryers and around 1,400 pairs of fake 
Ugg boots. 

Other brands that were discovered 
include Ralph Lauren, Christian Dior, 
Gucci, Fred Perry, True Religion, Stone 


Island, Moncler and La Martina. 
Carolyn Stott, the UK Border Agency’s 
assistant director at Luton Airport, 
said: “Many people enjoy finding a 
bargain but counterfeit goods are just 
the tip of the criminal iceberg. 

“Quite simply, if a price appears too 
good to be true, whether found on the 
internet or at a car boot sale, it 
probably is.” 

The discoveries all concerned freight 
flights arriving from Turkey and were 
destined for the East End of London 
and the East Midlands.

FUNDING will not be given 
to a project in Marsh Farm 
after months of changing of 
minds. 

Marsh Farm Outreach 
(MFO) was waiting on a 
decision to find out if it 
would be given £840,000 for 
its Organisational Workshop 
(OW), a project designed to 
create jobs on the Luton 
estate. 

In October, Local 
Government Minister 
Andrew Stunell overturned a 
decision not to give them the 
money after campaigners 
from the project protested to 
him personally. 

Then, after finding out 
MFO was in liquidation at 
the time he made the deci¬ 
sion, the Liberal Democrat 
MP changed his mind again 
and refused them the 
money. 

MFO then put forward a pro¬ 
posal to deliver the project 
while it was managed by the 
Development Trust Associa¬ 
tion, a national organisation. 
However, Marsh Farm 
Community Development 
Trust (MFCDT), the umbrella 
organisation for MFO, will not 
allot them the money either. 

In a statement on Thursday, 
MFCDT said: ‘On December 
6, the MFCDT board asked for 
a report to consider its ability 
to resource the Organisation 
Workshop project. After a 
detailed examination, and 
consideration of its existing 
contractual commitments, 
the board has reluctantly con¬ 
cluded that there is insuffi¬ 
cient funding available. 

‘MFCDT is preparing to 
complete by the end of March 
2011 what has been a ten-year 
programme of investment in 
Marsh Farm via the New Deal 
for Communities. 

‘In the final months its prior¬ 
ity will be to complete a 
successful handover to Marsh 
Farm Futures and make sure 
its work and achievements 
form a valuable legacy for 
local residents.’ 

An MFO statement said: 


‘The revelation that the OW 
funding had already been 
spent months ago without 
the knowledge of MFCDT 
Board of Directors makes 
sense of the orchestrated 
efforts by managers to dis¬ 
able the OW. 

‘We are told that if the OW 
had gone ahead as planned 
after we had signed con¬ 
tracts MFCDT would have 
incurred a debt of £700,000 
at the end of the programme 
in April 2011. 

‘In light of this revelation, 
and the news that the deficit 
in MFCDT budgets arose 
from payments made to a 
consortium of multinational 
firms (DTZ, Summers 
Inman, Volker Fitzpatrick) 
an independent enquiry into 
the matter is being commis¬ 
sioned. 

‘MFO has written to DTZ to 
seek an urgent meeting with 
the CEO of DTZ UK as we 
believe a socially just out¬ 
come can still be achieved if 
these multinational compa¬ 
nies pool their resources and 
energies to make this happen. 

‘These three companies 
can far better afford to share 
the burden of their over¬ 
spending than the unem¬ 
ployed residents of Marsh 
Farm and they have a moral 
duty to meet with represen¬ 
tatives of Marsh Farm’s 
unemployed residents to 
seek a positive outcome. 

‘We have also written to 
Andrew Stunell to inform 
him of these developments, 
to urge his oversight of the 
independent inquiry and to 
open up other funding 
opportunities to help us 
achieve the socially just out¬ 
comes referred to above. 

‘The actions of these man¬ 
agers have deliberately frus¬ 
trated the clearly expressed 
wishes of elected representa¬ 
tives at every level - 
Ministerial, our MP, the 
council executive and 
MFCDT board.’

Reduction in salt ordered 


LUTON Borough Council 
ordered 500 tonnes less salt 
for the roads for this year 
compared to last. 

Figures released by The 
Taxpayers’ Alliance this week 
reveal the council placed an 
order with the Salt Union in 
2009/10 for 2,400 tonnes, 
and in June it ordered 1,900 
tonnes for 2010/11. 

It also showed the cost of 
the 2009/2010 emergency 
salt order placed by the coun¬ 
cil with Aggregate Industries, 
Safecote, at £27,072. 

A council spokesman said: 
“We have received the 1,900 
tonnes ordered in the sum¬ 
mer which, together with the 
100 tonnes remaining from 
2009/10, gave a stock of 2,000 


tonnes - our maximum 
storage capacity. 

“The council has not spent 
any funding on an emergency 
supply of road salt in 2010 /11. 
A starting stock of 2,000 
tonnes was in place at the 
beginning of the season and a 
further 500 tonnes has been 
ordered from our regular 
supplier. 

“It was only when our suppli¬ 
ers informed us they could not 
meet their promised two day 
delivery during December 
2009 that we were forced to find 
emergency supplies. 

“If they had maintained their 
previous level of supply we 
would not have needed to seek 
supplies from elsewhere in 
2009/10.” 
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Travellers warned to ‘exercise extreme care’ 


FREEZING temperatures this week 
meant treacherous conditions on the 
roads for motorists. 

Luton Borough Council has continued 
to urge all travellers - whether on foot or 
in vehicles - to ‘exercise extreme care’ 
while out and about. 

Rail users did not escape delays either 
with East Midlands Trains and First 
Capital Connect running an altered 
service on some routes. 

Luton Airport was closed on Saturday 
but has been operational since re-open¬ 
ing the following day, although passen¬ 
gers are warned to check before flying 
because of the extreme weather condi¬ 


tions across the UK and Europe. On 
Tuesday the council reported a 95 per 
cent success rate on its waste collection 
rounds on Monday after investing in 
snow tyres for its collection vehicles. 

A council spokesman said: “We have 
also been working hard with its contrac¬ 
tors to clear and salt priority footpaths, 
and also to maintain grit stocks at the 
network of 200 salt bins located at known 
troublespots, with many staff re-allocat¬ 
ed from other functions to help. 

“Household waste collections are con¬ 
tinuing as normal, with vehicles using 
snow tyres and staff wearing special rub¬ 
ber crampons.”

CONSTRUCTION vehicles have 
been blocking a one-way road 
for months as they build new 
flats, according to a Luton resi¬ 
dent. 

Last week, Muj Yasin could not 
use the path to walk to his house 
in Durbar Road, as a lorry was 
parked across the whole street. 

Mr Yasin said this was not the 
first time it happened. 

He said: “It is absolutely ridicu¬ 
lous, it is a one-way street and 
we can’t even drive or walk down it. 

“My wife has had to park streets 
away and walk to the house 
because she just can’t get into the 
street. 

“It’s not like we are going to 
drive illegally up the wrong way to 
get to our house. We are all getting 
really annoyed by it now, it has 
been going on for months and 
nothing is being done. It is hap¬ 
pening on a daily basis. It is 
absolute chaos.” 

Other residents say they have 
spoken to Luton Borough Council 
about problems with the build¬ 
ing, but nothing had been done 
about it. 

A spokesman for Luton 
Community Housing Association 
(LCHA), who are building the 


flats, said: “I have spoken to the 
CEO of Parrott Builders, the con¬ 
tractors working on the Durbar 
Road development. His site man¬ 
ager has not received any new 
complaints recently, although 
there were some a few months 
ago. 

“We are trying to minimise dis¬ 
ruption for residents during the 
building works, but regrettably a 
certain amount is inevitable, as 
Durbar Road is a narrow one-way 
street with parking on both sides. 
The scheme is due for completion 
at the end of March and will pro¬ 
vide 12 urgently needed support¬ 
ive housing bedsits and flats. 

“In case of any further problems 
with access I would ask residents 
to please let the builders know, 
either on site or at their office. 

“I know that Parrott Builders are 
helpful and conscientious and 
will try to assist if they can.” 

A council spokesman said: “This 
is a development by LCHA who 
work with the council to provide 
and manage homes for local resi¬ 
dents. 

“We are not aware of any resi¬ 
dents experiencing problems 
moving up and down the road 
and invite anyone who does so to 
speak to the Housing Association. 
However, we are aware that the 
contractor involved is doing its 
best to keep any noise or disrup¬ 
tion to a minimum.”

cause ‘community tension’

BEDFORDSHIRE Police have 
dubbed a fake email outlining 
guidelines for officers entering 
Muslim homes as ‘malicious’. 

The incorrect email called ‘Pay 
Attention Please’ has been doing 
the online rounds and highlights 
the different rules for the force 
regarding terrorists and dangerous 
criminals if they are ‘non-Muslim’ 
and ‘Muslim’. 

However, a police spokesman has 
said the email - which has just two 
points for non-Muslim homes and 
nine for Muslim - is false and 
intended to create community ten¬ 
sion. 

The force did confirm that they 


have guidelines by the National 
Policing Improvement Agency 
(NPIA) for places of worship that 
officers are encouraged to follow 
when entering the property of peo¬ 
ple of different faiths. 

A spokesman said: “These guide¬ 
lines are only advisory and would 
not be of primary importance if 
there were good operation reasons 
for surprising occupants, such as 
the protection of evidence, pre¬ 
venting flight or the safety of occu¬ 
pants and officers. 

“However, if we were interviewing 
someone about a minor offence 
our officers would be sensitive to 
people’s cultural differences and 
this applies equally to Christians, 
Muslims, Hindus and other faiths 
and cultures. 


“[In the email] They have been 
changed maliciously to stir up the 
exact community tensions they are 
intended to defuse.” 

In 2005, our sister paper 
Bedfordshire on Sunday reported 
on the initial guidelines, issued by 
the National Community Tension 
Team (NCTT) following the 7/7 
London bombings. 

These were last issued to 
Bedfordshire Police in 2008. 

However, they have evolved over 
the past five years, with the latest 
version - which relates to places of 
worship but are adapted to homes 
- were published by the NPIA in 
2010 . 

These are called ‘hints for officers 
attending places of worship’ and 
the faiths included are Baha’i, 


Buddhism, Christianity, Hinduism, 
Islam, fainism, ludaism, Sikhism 
and Zoroastrianism. 

Former Conservative Bedford 
mayoral candidate Parvez Akhtar, 
who is Muslim, said: “These 
guidelines in this email are com¬ 
pletely ridiculous. Essentially, it is 
aiming to provoke and stir up 
racial tension and fuel racial 
hatred. 

“Surely there has to be an ulti¬ 
mate objective to get on with the 
job. In all these things there is a 
grey area and it has to be a judg¬ 
ment call made by officers. 

“But Muslim people don’t want to 
be singled out, they’re not above 
the law. They want to be left 
alone and treated like everybody 
else.”

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Drunk driver jailed 
after ‘lack of vision’

A DRIVER who crashed and 
mounted the pavement told 
police he could not see because 
he was wearing the wrong 
glasses. 

But when Kuldeep Singh, of 
Runley Road, Luton, took a 
breath test he was nearly four 
times over the alcohol limit for 
driving, Luton Crown Court 
heard. 

He then gave a false name and 
address and failed to turn up at 
court, resulting in a warrant 


being issued for the arrest of the 
man he had named. 

Even when the law caught up 
with 32-year-old Singh, he came 
up with another story - that 
someone else had been driving 
and run off after the crash, and 
he had only tried to move the car 
to stop it blocking the road. 

But Recorder Samantha Leigh 
said: “I completely accept the 
police evidence and can safely 
reject everything the defendant 
has said.” 

Singh was jailed for eight 
months and banned from driving 
for three years after pleading 


guilty to perverting the course of 
justice and driving with excess 
alcohol and without insurance. 

Neil Guest, prosecuting, said 
Singh’s immigration status was 
that he was an overstayer and he 
will be deported at the end of the 
sentence. 

He said the events occurred in 
Runley Road on August 22, where 
a Skoda had clipped a car and 
mounted the pavement. 

Police arrived and had a con¬ 
versation with Singh who said he 
had driven the car but his eye¬ 
sight was deficient because he 
had the wrong glasses on. 

A sight test showed he could 
only read a number plate from 11 
metres instead of the legal 20 and 
a breath test gave a reading of 126 
when the legal limit is 35. 

It was then he gave the name of 
another man living in Runley 
Road. When that person discov¬ 
ered he was wanted by police he 
went to the police station and 
suggested Singh might be the 
culprit. 

Christopher Strachan, defend¬ 
ing, said Singh had been working 
as a concrete finisher but lost his 
job as a result of the offences. 

He had been remanded in cus¬ 
tody when his immigration sta¬ 
tus was discovered.

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Men escape jail after 
birthday bash brawl

FIVE men involved in a street 
brawl were spared spending 
Christmas in prison but were 
banned from celebrating in 
Luton. 

In the dock at Luton Crown 
Court on Tuesday were three 
men who had been out celebrat¬ 
ing one of their birthdays along 
with two teenagers who had also 
been out drinking. 

Before the court were Paul 
Brown, 18, of Abbottswood Road, 
Luton, said to be the ringleader, 
and his friend Daniel Taylor, 19, 
of Eighth Avenue. 

Their paths crossed at 3.40am 
in Upper George Street and fight¬ 
ing broke out. 

fudge fohn Bevan QC said: “I 
really ought to send you pair to 


youth custody immediately but I 
am minded to take a different 
course.” 

He deferred their sentences for 
six months during which time 
they must not commit any fur¬ 
ther offences, prove that they 
have made a determined effort to 
get a job and not enter Luton 
town centre at night. 

fudge Bevan said if they meet 
all the conditions they would get 
a suspended sentence in fune. If 
not, they would get custodial 
sentences. 

The three other defendants 
were lames Devaney, 22, of Berte 
Road, London, Francis Harkin, 
22, of Eldon Road, Luton, and 
lames Niederman, 24, of 
Humberstone Road, Luton. 

They were all given six month 
prison sentences suspended for 
12 months with 100 hours unpaid 


work and a curfew from 9pm to 
6am every day until lanuary 2, 
and then every Friday, Saturday 
and Sunday night for six months. 

They were also ordered to pay a 
£750 fine, £250 costs and up to 
£500 defence costs. 

fudge Bevan told them: “I 
regard this disgraceful episode as 
out of character for you. You are 
respectable young men who did 
not know how to celebrate a 
birthday drink without getting 
stuck in. All you had to do was 
walk away when Brown was 
behaving like an idiot.” 

All five pleaded guilty to a 
charge of affray which took place 
on fuly 16. Brown also admitted a 
second affray on September 12 in 
which he assaulted two police 
officers. He was on bail and 
under a curfew when he commit¬ 
ted that offence. 


Progress of child protection service commended

“But we appreciate there are 
still some parts of the service that 
need further development. 
Therefore we have in place an 
improvement programme to 
address those areas.”

Maybe it’s time we planned 
for a bit of snow in winter... 


L IKE life, at first it is all very 
beautiful. Millions of white 
flakes, every one different, 
falling silently from the sky. A 
calmness and serenity envelops 
the earth. All is white, all is 
crisp, all is even. 

Then everything turns to rat- 
shit. The white snow turns to 
filthy grey sludge, which 
freezes overnight and gains a 
new layer of sludge. This morn¬ 
ing, as I walked into work, a 
lorry sent sludge over some 
poor pedestrians, who were 
having enough trouble coping 
with the slippery conditions. 

All roads are difficult to travel 
on and many are impassable. 
The heating is working over¬ 
time and in our house, cuts out 
every time someone has a 
shower. 

Trains are in a worse state 
than usual, except the train 
companies have a set of perfect 
excuses. Lines of would-be 
travellers to Europe queue out¬ 
side St Pancras for hours on 
end in the freezing cold. 
Charities have turned up to 
dish out soup and comfort. 


Airports are shut down, with 
tens of thousands of would-be 
passengers spending 
Christmas sleeping on floors in 
departure lounges. 

It might be churlish to men¬ 
tion - but when did that ever 
stop me - that the last time 
snow forced Helsinki airport to 
close was in 2003. 

Government ministers stand 
in front of cameras and say 
everything that can be done is 
being done, and this sort of 
weather cannot be predicted 
and we will look at preparing a 
report on what we should do 
in the future. Which is eerily 
reminiscent of what was said 
around this time last year, as 
we were knee-deep in snow 

Yet we are running out of salt 
and many roads are not gritted 
at all. Nor are most paths, 
which used to be done by the 
council, in those halcyon days 
when councils had money and 
did things. 

The old and infirm are often 
trapped in their homes and 
many are not keeping those 
homes as warm as they 


should, through fear of colos¬ 
sal heating bills and a 
Government that has yet to 
show much sympathy for the 
less-well-off. 

All newspapers and TV news 
programmes are obsessed with 
the weather, especially as it is 
affecting those who live below 
Watford Gap. 

They are reporting business¬ 
es are losing trade as shoppers 
stay at home - not my experi¬ 
ence in our local supermarket 
last weekend, which was like a 
modern equivalent of a 
Hogarth drawing, as crowds 
got angrier and angrier as they 
battled through the aisles. 

And when it all melts, there 
could be floods.

Ben eyes World Cup selection 
after getting first country call

BEN Nutley will be heading off to Ireland over the 
festive period to represent the England rugby 
under-19s, but his spam filter on his email almost 
meant he missed out on hearing the news of his 
call-up. 

The Luton-born second row has had an impres¬ 
sive start to his professional rugby career with Aviva 
Premiership league leaders Northampton Saints, 
starring in the division’s summer rugby sevens 
series and making his first team debut. 

His form has been rewarded with a place in the 
squad that will face their Irish counterparts in an 
uncapped international on Thursday in Dublin at 
Old Belvedere RFC. 

However, Nutley was initially unaware of his 
involvement in the side. 

“I found out a few weeks ago through an email, 
but it had originally gone into my junk mail folder,” 
he said. “Luckily, I was checking through it and saw 
the email. Then it was all confirmed a couple of 
weeks later. 

“It’s awesome for anyone to represent their coun¬ 
try in the sport they love. This is probably the 
biggest moment of my career because it’s the first 
time that I have represented England at rugby.” 

Nudey’s Northampton team-mate Jamie Elliott 
has also received a call-up to the squad, which is 
being overseen by former Saints Academy and 
current England Under-20 coach Rob Hunter. 

“We did a few contact sessions with Rob in the 
Academy and it’s good to have someone there that 
you know when you go into that environment,” said 
the 18-year-old. “I’m just looking forward to meet¬ 
ing up with the rest of the team and trying to make 
an impression.” 

While Nutley hopes a good showing will feed back 
to Saints director of rugby Jim Mallinder and his 
staff, he also hopes to make the national team’s 
coaches sit up and take notice. 

The 2011 IRB Junior World Championship takes 
place in Italy next June and the lock is hoping that 
he will be amongst those that make the trip as 
England look to better the fourth place finish at this 
year’s tournament. 

Nutley said: “I’m definitely looking at next year. We 
all want to perform so that we leave Rob with some 
difficult choices to make. Any good performances 


always get back to the club. I’ll be pushing and 
hopefully it will increase my chances slightly.” 

He has already had a taste of top level rugby this 
season, having made his debut when Northampton 
opened their defence of the LV= Cup with a 22-22 
draw away at Saracens. 

Nutley played 73 minutes at Vicarage Road, which 
was his first playing time after five weeks on the side 


lines due to an early season injury. He said: “Maybe 
it wasn’t my best performance, but it was good to be 
back playing.” 

■ Also, this week, England U18 head coach John 
Fletcher included Luton-born Saracens forward 
Tom Jubb in a strong squad for the first of this sea¬ 
son’s international programme, also against 
Ireland, which will be played after the U19 game.

Lawless and Walker banking on Christmas 
fixture congestion to give them a chance 


TWO new Luton Town recruits are looking 
forward to the congested New Year period so 
they can kick-start their Kenilworth Road 
careers. 

So far, loan signings Alex Lawless and Jason 
Walker’s first month in Bedfordshire has been 
one of postponements and cup-tied bench 
warming. 

The former - brought in from York City on 
an initial month’s loan, to be made permanent 
in January - has helped Luton to victories in 
each of his three Conference appearances. 
But the last of those, which was a 5-1 home 
win against Histon, was on November 20 and 
since then, his only action has been in the two 
FA Trophy first round ties with Welling United, 
where he scored a late winner in the replay 
take Town through. 

Barrow loanee Walker, on the other hand, 
has only featured three times - twice 
alongside Lawless in the games against 
Welling and in the club’s last league fixture 
against the Stutes.

winners. 

With nine games already scheduled for 
January, and a possible tenth if they have to 
replay against Uxbridge in the FA Trophy 
second round, there could be plenty of 
opportunity for the new Hatters to enhance 
what have been good, if infrequent starts. 

“For one reason or another, I haven’t played 
that much which has been a little bit 
frustrating,” said Lawless.

Despite a stuttering December for fixtures 
in football and sport in general, Lawless has 
seen enough to suggest he made the right 
move from Bootham Crescent. 

“I came here because I could further my 
career with a big club. I’ve only been here for 
a short time and it’s already been justified,” he 
said. “No disrespect to York, but this club 
were in the Championship a few years ago, 
and you can tell. 

“There are some very good individuals at 
York and Luton, but they knit together well as 
a team here.

ANDY Drury thinks that the race for the Blue Square 
Bet Premier title will come down to who has got the 
superior squad. 

With so many games across the country being post¬ 
poned this month, there are many clubs facing a tough 
second half to the season. 

Luton Town have nine games scheduled for January 
with the latest addition to that congested list being the 
rearranged Conference clash at home to York for the 
18th after the game was abandoned in the 56th minute 
due to heavy snowfall last Saturday.

Evans said this week that he regards Luton as the 
biggest threat to the Sussex club’s automatic promo¬ 
tion hopes. 

Midfielder Drury, who hit the bar and came closest to 
breaking the deadlock against York City before the 
goalless game was called off, believes his side will 
prove Evans right come the end of the season. 

“The fittest, strongest team will win it,” he said. 
“That’s football. You have to do tough things to win 
leagues and I’m sure we’ll be fine.” 

If Town had completed the game against York it 
would have put them top of the league as Crawley and 
leaders AFC Wimbledon’s fixtures had already been 
postponed prior to kick-off. 

It could have given the former Stevenage man and 
his team-mates a slight psychological advantage going 
into the busy Christmas period which starts with 
today’s trip to Rushden & Diamonds, but Drury thinks 
being top come January will be just as good. 

“It would have been good to go into Christmas at the 
top of the league, but if we can be top going into the 
New Year then we’ve got to try and do that,” he said.
